Hoover. 


The New Tork governor's strength 


In the western states Is somewhat 
of a surprise because he has never 
campaigned in that region and has 
been, relatively unknown to the elec- 
torate there. The radio has played 
a. significant part in carrying the 
speeches to the voters so that the 
usual charts on political sentiment 
which have come 
to the various 


state headquarters are no longer con- 
trolling. The criss-cross of currents 
for and against the two rival candi- 
dates are such that only the most 
careful and accurate canvasses by 
the precinct workers will this year 
enable the executives .of the cam- 
paign to know what is going on. 


CAMPAIGN ISSUES 


The dominant issues in the cam- 


paign, not necessarily in the order 
of their importance, may be enumer- 
ated as follows: 


1. Tolerance—w.hich means on 


the one hand that a. candidate should 
not be discriminated against on ac- 
count, of his religion and on the 
other'-hand that an individual who 
prefers one candidate to the other 
shall be permitted to have his view 
without being charged with possess- 
ing a religloua prejudice. 


2. The Prohibition question—which 


means not merely whether the Vol- 
stead Act should be modified to per- 
mit more Intoxicants, \>ut also wheth- 
er the present objectives of prohibi- 
tion can be obtained In some other 
way and by some other methods. 


3. Farm Relief—which means not 


only the expression of sympathy for 
the disorganized condition of our ag- 
riculture but also some plan that 
holds out hope of better conditions. 


4. The Personalities of the two 


candidates—their respective capacity 
to adminster the job of chief execu- 
tive and their knowledge of govern- 
ment, their record in the past and 
the likelihood that each would be 
able to handle his own party and to 
assume leadership in legislation. 


OTHER ISSUES MINOR 


In one form or another the fore- 


going issues are discussed on every 
sl^e and the accumulative effort of 
the discussion has been to subor- 
dinate all other questions. The re- 
ligious' issue has many ramification*.

POLITICAL DONTS 


The "warning" supplemented the 


routine circular of the commission 
broadcast in April, cautioning them 
as to legal restrictions on their po- 
litical activities. Inquiries from such 
employes for more detailed informa- 
tion and "the near "approach of a 
presidential election" prompted the 
supplementary "warning." 
It in- 


cludes 14 paragraphs of 
political 


don'ts, summed up at the top by a 
statement that a classified employe 
"of course, may vote as he pleases." 
may express his political views "pri- 
vately"* and 
may make political 


contributions provided he does not 
pay tne mover to any fellow federal 
employe or make them while on 
government premises. 
In conclu- 


sion, the warning uses this lan- 
guage: 


"The restrictions against political

unsigned." He may not be himself 
a candidate for or hold local office, 
distribute or wear campaign but- 
tons, adorn his automobile with 
campaign stickers or signs, or cir- 
culate, ex-en without signing him- 
self, political petitions "including 
initiative and referendum, recall and 
nomination petitions." And Just to 
tuck in any possible loose ends.

COMMUNISTS OPEN DOOR 
The Russian ?oviet government an- 


nounces: "To popularize foreign con- 
cessions and attract foreign capital, a 
list of available concessions will soon 
be published in various foreign lan- 
guages." 
So the door is officially 


opened to foreign capital by the com- 
munists at Moscow. They will invite 
such capital for industrial and agricul- 
tural development of many kinds, in- 
cluding automobiles, artificial silk, tan- 
ned leather, paper pulp, machinery, 
electric power, fuel production, min- 
ing, timber, building construction, 
cattle-growing, 
sugar-growing 
and 


dairying. Not only will outsiders' cap- 
ital and talents be welcomed, but they 
>,will be allowed to import raw mater- 
ials free of duty if .necessary materials 
are unavailable in Russia. 


Here is the definite surrender of so- 


cialism to capitalism. Russia has gone 
far since the bolshevist regime an- 
nounced, in the early days of the 
Marxian revolution, that Russia would 
get along without capital and would 
not even use money. 
What lias hap- 


pened, as intelligent outsiders saw 
from the first, was inevitable. 


Everything^connected with the Rus- 


sian experiment has been dishonest, 
fraudulent and inconsistent when mea- 
sured against its pretensions. Instead 
of freedom and liberty there has been 


' a minimum of both and a maximum of 
x /• 
1 • tyranny and despotism. Instead of a 
; guarantee of the rights of minorities 


"v* there has been the most flagrant re- 


pression and severity. Where differ- 
ences of opinion cannot be eradicated 
by intimidation and terrorism, they 
are met with wholesale slaughter. 


Theories of socialism and com- 


munism have had to give way before' 
the hard necessities of reality, with the 
result that bolsheviks had recourse to 
capitalism almost immediately after 
they came into power and have stead- 
ily expanded its incorporation into 
their as yet crude economic system. 
When the Russian experiment is fin- 
ished it will be a totally different en- 
terprise 
than 
its 
founders 
ever 


dreamed. It will, in fact, be like the 


"governments of the world/ounded on 


common sense, righteousness, justice, 
equality and individual initiative. 


REPARATIONS PLAN 


There is talk of Owen D. Young be- 


ing drafted to work out a new repara- 
tions plan for Germany. He is the man 
to whom Vice-President Dawes gave 
credit for being the real author of what 
is generally known as the "Dawes 
plan." He is probably as capable as 
any man in the world for such a task. 


That task is to figure out the whole 


reparations business on a cash basis, 
with provision for financing it, so Hiat 
Germany could pay off the allies in 
full, and they could pay the United 
States in full. 


Thus every party concerned^ except 


Germany would, get the nightmare off 
its chest, and Germany itself wmtld be 
belter satisfied. Military occupation of 
her territory would cease anl her fi- 
nancial obligations, while very great, 
•would be simplified and left Jn her own 


The time has come when it is nec- 


essary to the financial stability of not 
only German)' but France and other 
countries that reparations shall be defi- 
nitely and finally fixed. President Coo- 
lidge has announced that so far as the 
United States is concerned in the post- 
war settlements, the debt adjustments 
are final. We should have the same fi- 
nality with reference to reparations, 
and with it a basis for evacuation of 
the Rhinclar.d. Ten years have been 
long enough for preliminary consider- 
ation of all claims, controls, repara- 
tions, etc,, and the conclusions should 
now be made clear and 
permanent. 


This is essential to the full economic 
restoration of Europe, ?.s well as to its 


security and f>eace.

certification of nomination for gover- 
nor and to keep his name off the ballot, 
'has the appearance of legal and polit- 
ical intimidation. Whatever the basis 
in law, the charges on which the ap- 
plication is based are petty and ridicu- 
lous in fact. They have nothing what- 
ever to do with the honesty and purity 
of the primary. All of the charges reg- 
istered are technical allegations of 
non-compliance with the petitioner's 
interpretation of the corrupt practices 
act. Whether they are so in reality or 
whether they are merely trumped up 
allegations resting on an exaggerated 
interpretation of the law requiring fil- 
ing and publicity of campaign expendi- 
tures, remains to be disclosed by the 
hearing and the judgment of the court. 


The whole affair smacks of partisan 


persecution. MrXKohler won his nom- 
ination fairly, cleanly and honestly. 
Nothing to the contrary is charged in 
the proceedings filed in the supreme 
court. To attempt to take the nomina- 
tion away from him for failure 
to 


cross a "t" or dot an "i" in the cam- 
paign account of himself and his sup- 
porters is merely a ruse to cover £p- 
litical animosity and chagrin. That it 
could accomplish its purpose is un- 
thinkable.

DR. EMMET LIKED COFFEE 
A reader sent me a copy of a let- 


ter written by the 
famous 
Dr. 


Thomas Addis Emmet, one of our 
great gynecologists, when the doc- 
tor was past 90 years of age. In this 
letter Dr. Emmet praises a metHod 
of preparing coffee, a method evi 
dently something like my own, for 
the great .physician says of the cof- 
fee prepared by this method: 


"The" aroma, the essential spi- 


rit of the coffee bean, hereto- 
fore wasted by heat, and by 
your treatment retained in the 
coffee extract, mellows, 
and 


enriches It. 


"I am now past 90 years of 


age, and have been drinking 
coffee as far back as I can re- 
call, but at no time have I en- 
joyed it as now. . ." 
Dr. Emmet also declared that he 


found a sustaining power in coffee 
and he was convinced it had a part 
in prolonging his sears. 


I-believe he -was right about that, 
I also agree with him — it is ra- 


ther a rare pleasure for one doctor 
to agree with another about any- 
thing, but it is safe enough hi this 
instance, since Dr. Emmet died 
nine year ago — my Idea of 
the 


aroma coincides with that express- 
ed by the famous teacher.

the'preparation of coffee, I do not 
know nor care, if I may say so 
frankly without offense- I am old

fect gadget Jor making coffee. This 
strange .notion of mine is Quite ex- 
asperating to some of my 
friends 


who just can't understand why I do 
not prefer some kind of dew-dag for 
brewing the coffee. Well that is Uke 
sleeping in feather—have you ever 
tried It? Until you Try it some cold 
night when you're honestly tired, 
you'll probably be a bit curious 
about .the various spring contrap- 
tions the bed and mattress people 
offer. But after your first night In 
the feathers you- are not interested 
in other bed fittings. 


There "are two ways to prepare 


>coffc<—that is, theoretically. FVom 
personal knowledge I can recom- 
mend only one way. but I am wil- 
ling to concere that It can be work- 
ed both ways. 


This Is the only way I can recom- 


mend: 


Grind your coffee. Pat It In the 


pot Add fold water. Let it stand 
for a while — even over night. Use 
dash of egg or not. as you prefer. 
When ready, put pot on the fire. 
Watch pot. The Instant she rtarts 
to boil up. snatch from fire. Let 
stand a moment. Serve. It- is very 
simple. But It is perfect. Can't be 
improved on. tho there Is no pat- 
ent on it. 


If yon let H boil even a minute, 


yon are simply driving off into the 
air a part of the aroma of your oof- 
fee; and besides you are extracting 
some of the bitterish tannin from 
the coffee. That's why 
boarding 


house inmates and quick lunch pat- 
rons so often take to drink. Yes. 
and I suspect that is why this thine 
they call love flies out of the chim- 
ney of many a home. A man who 
is composed to Inhale his coffee be- 
fore he gets down to breakfast In 
the morning hat extenuation for a 
lot of misbehavior.

me that one can brew the

Just as well by bringing the water 
to a boll, then throwing in the 
freshly ground coffee, and letting It 
stand aside until cool

If all the milk is boiled, or 
properly pasteurized, that will de 
stroy any tubercle bacilli in it.

pital positions or be a member of 
the state or national nursing organ- 
izations. . .

when I am ill a two year nurse is 
competent to Take care of me-. Nurs- 
es receive or should receive a thoro 
training in two years, and

iority complex. So far as

and the nursing organizations are 
controlled by the same interests 
that control the hospitals and the 
three years racket. I repeat that. 
In my opinion, the third year of al- 
leged "training"—in fact it Is cheap 
service to the 
hospital 
— spoils 


many a nurse who might have been 
oft real use in her calling had she 
left the institution at tho end of the 
two jears. Mind, I do not say that 
all three year nurses arc spoiled— 
some of 'em manage to come thru 
the squandered year without much 
damage. But I should think a youn? 
woman of spirit and 
intelligence 


would hate to give a year of her 
professional service to a hospital 
for a miserable pittance.

I have 
just received word that the muskies 
and other species are biting very 
freely right now at Pelican lake, and 
so I puss It along to you. \It Is a 
grand and glorious feeling to get out 
on that fine lake during the fall 
months. A tang is in the air and It 
lends invigoratlon to those fortunate 
enough to be there. 


Not only is the air very enjoyable 


and beneficial, but the heavily wood- 
ed shores are a mark of beauty un- 
surpassed anywhere. 
They are re- 


splendent in colors very pleasing to 
the eye. Golden yellow, bright red 
and deep green intermingle to form 
a wonderful background for the 
bluish tints of the lake. The more 
distant tree-line fades to a purple 
not unlike that of the foothills of 
the western country. 


Visitors to this grand lake revel 


in the panoramo spread out before 
them as they get down to the real 
task of fishing. So striking are the, 
views offered 
that fishing seems a 


desecration. 
When 
this 
feeling 


wears off finally, their minds revert 
to the real object of the trip to Pell- 
can lake, and that is to connect with 
one of its famous fighting muskies, 
the tigers of the fresh water of Wis- 
consin. 


Nowadays, 
trolling is an anti- 


quated method of procedure. Prac- 
tically all fishing for muskies is done 
by casting. When the 
short rod 


and "plug" are used, one enjoys the 
strike more for the fish is plainly 
seen as he makes his yicious rush 
for the lure. 


A peculiarity of the musky is his 


habit of remaining In one 
rather 


small territory. In the space he se 
lects he is king, and seldom is i 
that you get more than one rise in 
any given place. 


Recently, while angling thcro with 


a guide friend. I saw a monster rise 
about twenty feet behind our boat 
Ho was not after my lure—simply 
rose to the surface, rolled lazily over 
for a moment or two, and then slow- 
ly submerged, his broad tall being 
the last part of his anatomy visible 
to us. 


No casting on our part brought a 


response from this monster, but the 
guide asserted that he would re- 
member the place and keep after 
him until he did rise.

According to the warning a 
disease, new In Wisconsin but old in 
the West, has appeared In the north- 
ern pare of the state. Tuleremia Is 
the name of the disease.

the direction of its progress and the 
number of states Invaded. 


It appears that tuleremia may be

It has advanced 
eastward until 42 states are now 
invaded. Six New England states 
have reported no cases.
